Irene Dunne, for instance, had 
her first great film success in 
“Cimarron,” a glorified western. 

Marguerite Churchill never got 
started in pictures until she was 
featured in the “The Big Trail.” 

Irene Hervey played in west- 
erns for two years before she be- 
came a dramatic star, and Marcia 
Hunt, Frances Farmer and Gail 
Patrick got their first training 
aboard nags. 

Not to mention Ann herself, who 
did so well in a Paramount west- 
ern after coming to Hollywood 
from Texas as a “search for 
beauty” contest winner that 
Warner Bros. signed her to a 
long term contract. 

“Every young actress should be 
put through the western school,” 
she says. “I found out when I 
made my first one, that I didn’t 
know a thing about acting. What 
little I know now, I learned in 
horse operas. And I also learned 
to work hard. They make west- 
erns in a hurry and you can’t 
waste time. You have to go in 
there and read your lines and act, 
or you might as well pack your 
bag and go back home.”

Ann Sheridan, statuesque red- 
headed beauty from Texas, plays 
the part of the girl.
